B eginning December I, at the {Mist 
office, a special registry 
stam p w ill 
la* on sale. 
T his 
w ill 
lie th e first 
stam p ever used for exclusive registry 
pur|HMe* 
O rdinary stam|>* 
may be 
used if iii sucffiient num tier to cover 
the reg istratio n fee 
The new stam p 
however, w ill lie of the IO cent denom i­ 
nation. 
it is rectangular in shape and 
different from anything in the postage 
stam p lin e heretofore issued by the fed 
erat 
governm ent. 
It 
w ill be three 
fourths by seven eights of an 
inch in 
dim ensions, and of a lig h t blue color. 
A un ique feature of 
the 
stam p is 
th a t instead of a likeness of a prom inent 
public man. as is shown on m ost stam ps, 
it w ill have an eagle 
w ith extended 
w ings perched upon a rock w ith in a 
c ircle. 
Above the circ le w ill lie the 
w ords: "U n ite d States R egistry, ’ a p ­ 
pearing in tw o lines, and on the low er 
corners the denom ination, 
lo cents, 
w ill ap)>ear.

Though It is certain that the custom 
of holding lotteries was practiced In 
European countries as fur buck as the 
middle of I be fifteenth century, It 
seems that this particular Idea was 
unknown in England until more than 
KXI years later. 
The lottery, In fact, 
appears to have been Included among 
those many other Im portant things, 
both good and bad, that were Intro­ 
duced to public notice during the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, It being her m aj­ 
esty’s 
express 
command 
that 
this 
ready m eans for “raising the wind' 
on behalf of the state finances was 
adopted. 
The first English lottery must have 
taken a good deal of arranging, owing, 
no doubt, to the fact that the people 
of th at day required a certain amount 
of education In this form of gambling, 
for although the idea was first brought 
forw ard In the year ir*T*»S (lu M ary’s 
reign), the actual drawing did not 
take place until three years later. 
One of the original bills of Queen 
Elizabeth’s 
lottery 
tuts 
fortunately 
been preserved, printed fc black letter 
and m easuring five feet In length and 
one aud one-half feet wide. 
It begins 
by announcing “A very rich Lotterie 
Generali, without any blancks, con- 
tayulng a num ber of good price* (sic), 
as wel of redy money as of plate and 
certaine sorts of marchauudizes, hav­ 
ing ben valued anti priced by the coir 
muundement of the Queene's most ex­ 
cellent m ajestle, by men expert aud 
skilful,” and go«*s oti to say that “the 
saute lofter!-? is erected by her majes 
ties order to the Intent that such com- 
modltle as may chauiice to arise there­ 
of, after the charges borne, may be 
converted toward** the reparation of 
Hie havens aud strength of the llealme 
and toward such other publtqtie good 
workes ” 
There wore something like 
.‘10,000 prizes in this gigantic venture, 
of which the first wus of the value of 
15.1 UU, while the entrance fee was 
iiiv “two shilling*, ami six pens." 
Jam es I 
lent his "epeHtiil favour#” 
to a tottery wb»ee object was "the 
present plantation of E uglisl^oionles 
Iii Virginia." the prizes consisting of 
(MOO in money, “beride* rewurdes of 
Hsualitie." the tickets being drawn 
“in a new- built house at the went end 
of Paul's the ‘.flub of June. 
1012/ 
This lottery doe* not, however, apt>ear 
to have Iteeo very popular, although 
we urn assured by the historian that 
it was “plat ne J y carried und honestly 
performed,” for owing to the w aut of 
“tilling upp# the nuiutter of lots there 
were taken out and thrown* aw at 
threescore thousand blaucke* without 
nutting any one prize,” certainly a 
very generous proceeding on the par 
of the promoters. 
The lucky man o* 
this o<s-us!ou was Thom as Bbarpllffe 
"a Taylor of london." who won the 
first prize of "foure thousand Crow nee 
In fayre plate, which was sent to his 
house In 
a 
very 
stately 
m anner.” 
Though to Home extern poorly patron 
Ized, 
this lottery 
a pleura to 
have 
evoked a g Hat deal of interest among 
the Important i*ersonages of the day. 
for we are told that "during the whole 
tyrne of the draw ing there were Bi­ 
wa lea 
present 
diners 
worshipful! 
Knights and 
Esquires, accompanied 
with sundry graue dine re et Citizens.’’ 
As time went on lotteries for every 
once! va hie purpose were held in Bun­ 
ion aud other lui[»ortant towns, with 
rhe inevitable result that trouble con 
*tantIj arose in*tween the promoter* 
md those of the ticket holders who 
happened to lie unlucky or thought 
they had t**en unfairly treated, aa no 
doubt many of them were. 
We find. 
therefore, that |**ri<»dleal orders were 
issued for tile suppression of this form 
of gambling, though the law does not 
seem to have had any great effect 
Vt last, however, any one proposing 
to hold a lottery wus obliged to seud 
Iii a petition to the king, and in 
Charles I l a reign we Aud mention of 
several 
iii ti 
applications. 
One 
of 
these was for "the ransom of English 
slaves I i i Tunis, Algiers or the Turkish 
galleys or for any other charitable 
use." the promoter making It a bar­ 
gain that after he had paid In a third 
of the profits he should reserve the 
rest for his ow n expenses and “the re 
pair of his fortunes, ruined by loyal 
ty.” 
Lottery offi et f<*r the sale of tickets 
were established all over the country 
as time went oft, but none was more 
famous than the a g e n c y of oue Bish 
who flourished at the begiuttlng of t h e 
nineteenth century 
This enterprising 
individual, w bose chief offices were in 
Cornbin and at ('haring Cross, must 
have made a < onside ruble fortune oui 
of the much safer business of selling 
tickets than taking them. 
But hB 
prosperous career, ss also that of his 
fellows, came to an abrupt end when 
the lottery 
ct was passed In 1K23, bv 
which It was provided that after the 
drawing of th** state lottery for that 
year there were to be no more o. 
th em —london Glo It*.
